taken for removing the Pretender from the Dominions 


of Lorrain, purſuant to the Addreſſes of both Houſes 


of the Laſt Parliament; and what Anſwers had been 
given to Her Majeſty, or any of her Miniſters. Se- 
condly, An Account of the Nogotiations of Peace, 
what Meaſures had been taken to render the Peace 
univerſal, and what Obſtructions Her Majeſty had met 
with therein; Thirdly, An Account of the Inſtances 


that had been made for reſtoring to the Catalans their 


ancient Privileges, and all Letters relating thereunto. 
Fourthly, An Account of the Moneys granted by Par- 


liament, ſince the Year 1710, to carry on the War in 
Spain and Portugal. Which Addreſſes were order'd to 


be preſented to Her Majeſty by the Lords with the 


White Staves. 


After this the Lord High Treaſurer moved for 
Leave to bring in a Bill for the further Security of the 


: Proteſtant Succeſſion, by making it High Treaſon to 


bring any Foreign Troops into the Kingdom. But ſome

ſhip hereupon enlarg'd on thoſe Two Heads with 
admirable Strength of Judgment in a Diſcourſe that 
laſted near Half an Hour, and amongſt other unan- 
ſwerable Arguments againſt the Bill, repreſented,

© the Pale of the Church, the Bil tended to intro- 
© duce Jenorance, and its inſeparable Attendants, 
© Superſtition and Trreligion.” To this Purpoſe his

© were chiefly ſupported by the Diſſenters, not only 
© for the Benefit and Inſtruction of their own Chil- 
© dren, but likewiſe of thoſe of the Poor Church- 
© men, ſo that the ſuppreſſing of thoſe Schools, 
would in ſome Places ſuppreſs the Reading of the 
Holy Scriptures.” On the other Hand his Lordſhip 
obſerved, © That the Bill ſtruck at the Ancient Rights 
and Prerogatives of the Houſe of Peers, which by 
© the Conſtitution was the ſupreme Court of Judi- 


© cature, and the Dernier Reſort in all Cauſes, where- 


© as by the Bill the Juſtices of the Peace were im- 
© power'd finally to determine the Offences againſt the 


© ſame,” MY LORDS, added he, 1 would rather | 
enlarge than abridge the Power of FJuſtices of the 


Peace, were it but to encourage Gentlemen to take up- 
on them an Office ſo Troubleſome, and at the ſame 
Time ſo Unprofitable, unleſs it be, perhaps in the Coun- 
ty of Middleſex. But, My Lords, I ſhall never con- 
ſent to give up the Birth Rights and Ancient Privi- 
ledges of this Auguſt Aſſembly, of which 1 have the 
Honour to be a Member. The Earl of Wharton de- 
liver'd his Sentiments afterwards with a great deal 
of Reſolution and Aptitude of Expreſſion, by decla- 
ring, That he was agreeably ſurpriz d to ſee, that 
© ſome Perſons were on a ſudden, become ſo Rel:- 
© gious, as to ſet up for Patrons of the Church: But 
© that he could not but wonder, that Perſons who 
© had been Educated in Diſſenting Accademies, which 
© he could point at, and whoſe Tutors he could 
© Name, ſnould appear the moſt forward in ſuppreſ- 
© ſing them. That ſuch a Practice was but an in-

Holy Religion, when not only Secret Practices are uſed, 
to impoſe a Popiſh Pretender on theſe Realms, but 
Mien publickly inliſted for his Service. It is Melas.- 
choly and Surpri xing, I ſay, that at this very Time, 
a Bill ſhould be brought in, which cannot but tend to 
divide Proteſtants, and conſequently to weaken their 
Intereſts, and haſten their Ruin. But then the Won- 
der will ceaſe, if we conſider what Mad Men, were 
the Contrivers and Promoters of it.

The Earls of Abingdon, and Angleſea ſpoke when 
his Lordihip had ſeated himſelf, in Favour of the 
Bill, and the latter ſaid among other Things, That 
© the Diſſenters were equally Dangerous to Church 
© and State; That they were irreconcileable EKne- 
© mies to the Eſtabliſh d Church; which they had 
© ſufficiently ſhewn in the late King James the Se- 
< ccnd's Reign, when in order to obtain a Tolera- 

tion, they joined themſelves with the Papiſts; and 
that they had render'd themſelves unworthy. of | 
© the Indulgence the Church of England granted | 
© them at the Revolution, by endeavouring to en- 
© groſs the Education of Youth; for which Purpoſe 

they had ſet up Schools, and Academies in moſt 
© Cities and Towns of the Kingdom, to the great 
© Detriment of the Univerſities, and Danger of the 
© Eſtabliſh'd Church. 5 

The Lord Hakfax ſpoke on the other Side, and 
ſaid, That the very bringing in of that Bill was 
4 injurious to the Queen; and he could not believe 
Her Majeſty would ever give her Royal Aſſent 
© to ſuch a Law, after the ſolemn Declaration ſhe 
had made from the Throne, That ſhe would in-

| unnatural Civil War, and Ended in the Total Over- 
throw of Church and State, and in the King's Mar-

\ The Lord Viſcount Townſhend amongſt other 


| Arguments in Behalf of the Cauſe which the Peer 
that ſpoke laſt eſpouſed, repreſented the ill Effects 


of Perſecution in General. He ſaid, to that Pur- 


; poſe, © That he had lived a long Time in Holland, 


and had obſerved that the Wealth and Strength 
© of that Great and Powerful Republick lay in 
© the Number of its Inhabitants : But that he was 
© perſuaded if the States ſhould cauſe the Schools 
© of any one Sect tolerated in the United Provinces 
© to be ſhut up they would be ſoon as thin of Peo- 
ple, as Sweden or Spain, whereas they then ſwarm'd

The Lord North and Grey, who ſpoke for the Bill,

His Lord- 
ſhip likewiſe excepted againſt that Part of the Bill 
which enacted, That any Perſon who ſhould keep any pu- 
Glick or private School, or inſtrutt any Youth as Tutor, 
fhould have a Licence of the reſpective Archbiſhop, or 
Biſhop of the Plage, &c. MY LORDS, ſaid he, I 
© have many Children; and I know not whether

© Therefore, My Lords, 1 own Itremble, when I 
© think that a certain Divine ( neaning Doctor Jonas 
than Swift, Dean of St. Patrick's) © is in a fair way

e ſtruction of Youth. SY 

Some other Lords made Speeches for and againſt 
the Bill; but the Lord High Treaſurer contented him- 
felf with ſaying, That he had not yet conſider d of it; 
but when he had, he would vote according as it ſhould ap- 
pear, to he either for the Good or Detriment of his Coun- 


try: And therefore he was for reading the Bill a ſecond 


time; which was agreed to without dividing, and put 
off to the Monday tollowing. In the mean time the 
Presbyterians preſented a Petition, praying to be heard 

buy their Council againſt the Bill: But the ſame was 
rejected by a Majority of 72 Voices againſt 66; tho 
it was obſerv'd, that on that Occaſion the Earl Poulet, 


the Lords Foley, Manſel, and ſome other Friends of

| which had been preſented onthe Saturday ; and after 
a ſmall Debate, wherein the Biſhop of London argued 
very ſtrenuouſly for thoſe Reformed Foreigners, it 
woas carried without dividing, © That a Clauſe ſhould

On Weaneſday the gth of the ſame Month, Their 
* Tordfhips in a Committee of the whole Houſe, of 

which His Grace the Archbiſhop of Tork was Chair- 
man, took the Bill into Conſideration again, and exa- 
min'd it Paragraph by Paragraph, from One in the At- 
| ternoon till Eight in the Evening. The Lord Biſhop 
of London, who was one of the firſt that ſpoke in that 
Days Debate, ſaid, * That the Diſſenters had made 
the Bill neceſſary, by their Endeavours to propagate 
| © their Schiſm, and to draw the Children o Church. 


men to their Schools and Academies. To which 


F the Lord Halifax anſwer d, That what they did, 


was with the Knowledge and Conſent of the Pa- 


rents, who, in many Places, had not ſafficient 
Means to educate their own Children. And His 
\ Lordſhip took from thence an Opportunity to move, 
That ſince the Bill was occaſion'd, as was ſuggeſt- 
© ed, by the Diſſenters endeavouring to engrols the 
Education of the Youth of Both Perſuaſions, they 
might be allowed Schools to inſtruct their own 
Children.“ Which Motion being form'd into a 
| Queſtion, was debated for near Three Hours. The 
Lords Cowper and Halifax, the Earl of Sunderland, 
and ſome other Peers, made ſeveral Speeches for the 
* Affirmative. But the Lord Viſcount Bolingbroke, the 
Earl of Angleſea, the Duke of Bucks, the Earl of 
* Abingdon, and the Lord Chancellor, inſiſted on the 
Negative, which was at laſt carried by 62 Votes 
| againſt 48. After this, it was moved, That Diſſent- 
ers might, at leaſt, be ſuffer'd to have School-Mi- 


|| ſtreſſes, to teach their Children to read; which after 


a Debate of about Half an Hour, was carried without 
| dividing ; as was alſo a Clauſe, That that Act jnould 
not extend to any Perſon who ſhould inftruct Touth in

Reading, Writing, Arithmetick, or any part vf Mathe 
matical Learning only, ſo far as ſuch Mathematical 
Learning related to Navigation or any Mechanical Art 
only. Then Their Lordſhips examin'd that Part of 
the Bill whereby the Conviction of Offenders againſt 
that Act was left to the Juſtices of the Peace; and af. 
ter a warm Diſpute, it was carried by a Pan ry of 
59 Votes azainit 54, that the Conviction ſhould be in 
the Ordinary Courſe of Juſtice, viz, Upon an Infor- 
mation, Preſentment, or Indictment, in any of Her 


Majeſty's Courts of Record at Weſtminſter, or at the 


. Aﬀſizes, or before Juſtices of Oyer and Terminer. 


The Court Party finding by this laſt Diviſion, that 
they loſt conſiderable Ground, and being apprehenſive 
that other Amendments which would render the Bill 
altogether uſeleſs, moved, that the Chairman might 
leave the Chair. But tho' the Contrary Party at 


firſt oppos'd it; yet after ſome Debate upon the Pe- 
nalties to be inflicted on the Offenders, both Parties 
being equally tired, the Houſe adjourn'd themſelves to F 


the next Day. 
Accordingly, on Thurſday the 1oth, the Lords in 


a Committee of the whole Houſe, reſumed the De- F 
bate about the Penalties, and fix'd the ſame to Three 
Month's Impriſonment; after which it was moved, | 
and agreed, That Perſons aggrieved might appeal from | 

* Eccleſiaſtical Cenſures, as in Caſes of ordinary Juriſ- 
diction. A Clauſe was afterwards propoſed and car- 
ried, to exempt from the Penalties' of that Act, any 
Tutor who ſhould be employed by any Nobleman, or No- 
blewoman, to teach in their Families, provided ſuch Tu- 
tor did in every veſpect qualify himſelf according to that 
Act, except only in that of taking a Licence from the 


Biſhob. 


On the next Day Their Lordſhips ſtill in a Grand þ 
Committee, conſider'd further of the Bill to prevent 
the Growth of Schiſm, &c. and the Earl of Angleſea 
moved that a Clauſe might be inſerted in it, to extend | 
that Act to IRELAND; which, after ſome Debate, | 
wherein the Duke of Shremsbury, Lord Lieutenant of | 
that Kingdom, violently oppos'd it, was carried in the | 

ö Affirmative | 
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Affirmative by the Majority of one Voice only; after 
which it was order'd that the Amendments made to 
the Bill ſhould be reported to the Houſe on the Mon- 


day following. Accordingly on the 14th of June, 
the Archbiſhop of Tork made the ſaid Report, and ſe- 
veral ſevere Speeches were made againſt the Clauſe 
| abovemention'd : But the Queſtion being put, it was 


carried by a Majority of 57 Voices againſt 5r, That 


the ſaid Clauſe ſhould ſtand, and order d that the Bill 
with the Amendmeuts ſhould be engroſs d. The next 
Day the ſaid Engroſs'd Bill was read the third time, 
and after a ſhort Debate, it was carried by 79 Votes 
againſt 71, that the Bill ſhould paſs. 


Thus ended the Debates about a Bill, that was not 


o much levell'd at the Advancement of the Eſtabliſh'd 
| Religion, as at the Depreſſion of the Treaſurer's 
Power, whoſe Rivals in the Queen's Affections, and 
in the Authority of being Prime Miniſter, ſaid, if he 
* ſhould oppoſe it, they would have their point, and 
that Her Majeſty would then ſee that all they ſaid of 
him was true, which was that he was a Fanatick in 
' Diſguiſe, After which it would be no hard matter to 
' Incenſe her, who was ſo heartily iri the Church's Inte- 
| reſt againſt him, and that he would infallibly fink un- 


der the Church's Reſentment. But if he jvin'd with 
it, then he effectually provok'd the Diſſenters, ſtript 
"| himſelf of his Private Friends, was loft without a Re- 


treat, and they could eafily make them thereafter In- 


ſtruments to deſtroy him. Yet even here the crafty 


f Treaſurer ſtood his Grouni: He was fo well ac- 
quainted with their Management in all its Steps, and 
made himſelf ſp effectually Maſter of the Plot, even 


before it broke out, that he baffled them both ways; 


| for he caſtrated the Bill, took out all the Malicious and 
Perſecuting Parts, which the Mild. fire men who were 


flirſt in the Deſign, had form'd to ruin Families and op- 
preſs the People, let it paſs with all in it that was real- 


ly uſeful for the Church's Advantage, and yet left it 
unable to do the Miſchief which it was deſign'd for. 


In the Management of which he neither diſcover d 
' himſelf one way nor _ by which means, the Po-

IV. This muſt be more grievous to the Diſſcnters, 
becauſe it was little expected from the Members of 
the Eftabliſh'd Church, after fo favourable an Indul- 
gence as the Act of Toleration, and the repeated De- 
clarations and Profeſſions from the Throne and For- 
mer Parliaments, againſt Perſecution, which is the 
particular Badge of the Roman Church, which avows 
and practiſes this Doctrine; and yet this has not been 
Tetaliated even upon the Papiſts; for all the Laws 
made againſt them have been the Effect and juſt Pu- 
niſhment of Treaſans committed from Time to Time 
againſt the State. But it is not pretended that this 
Bill is Iſign'd as a Poniſhment of any Crime which 
the Proteſtant Diſſenters have been guilty of againſt the 
Civil Government, or that they are diſaffected to the 
"Proteſtant Succeſſion as by Law eſtabliſh'd ; far in this 
their Zeal is very conſpicuous. 
V. In all the Inſtances of making Laws, or of a ri- 


gid Execution of the Laws againſt Diſſenters, it is very 


remarkable that their Deſign was to weaken the 
Church, and to drive them into one common Intereſt 
with the Papiſts, and to join in Meaſures tending to 
the Deſtruction of it. This was the Method ſuggeſt- 
ed by Popiſh Counſels, to prepare them for the Iwo 


Succeſſive Declarations in the Time of King Charles 


II. and the following one iſſued by King James Il. 
to ruin all our civil and religious Rights: And we

cannot think that the Arts and Contrivances of the 
Papiſts to ſubvert our Church, are proper Means to 


- preſerve it, eſpecially at a Time when we are in more 


danger of Popery than ever, by the Deſigns of the Pre- 
tender, ſupported by the mighty Power of the French 
King, who is engaged to extirpate our Religion, and 
by great Numbers in this Kingdom, who are profeſſed- 
ly in his Intereſts. | ; 


VI. But if the Diſſenters ſhould not be provok'd by 


this Severity, to concur in the Deſtruction of their 
Country, and the Proteſtant Religion, yet we may 
juſtly fear they may be driven by this Bill from En- 
gland, to the great Prejadice of our Manufactures; 
for as we gain'd them by the Perſecution abroad, ſo we 
may loſe them by the lik Proceedings at home. 
VII. The Miſeries we apprehend here are greatly 


enbancęd by extending this Bill to Ireland, where the 


Conſequences of it may be fatal; far ſince the Num- 
ber of Papiſts in that Kingdom far exceeds the Prote- 
ftants of all Denominations together, and that the 
Diſſenters are to be treated as Enemies, or at leaſt, as 
Perſons dangerous to that Church and State, who 
have always in all Times join'd, and ſtill conti- 
nue to join, with the Members of that Church 
in their common Defence againſt the common 
Enemy of Religion; and ſince the Army there is very 
much reduced, the Proteſtants thus ay por di- 
vided ſeem to us to be expos d to the Danger of an- 
other Maſſacre, and the Proteſtant Religion in Dan- 
ger of being extirpated. And we may further fear 
that the Scors in Britain, whoſe National Church is 
Presbyterian, will not ſo heartily and zealouſly join 
with us in our Defence, when they ſee thoſe of the 
ſame Nation, ſame Blood, and fame Religion, ſo 
hardly treated by us. 2 | 

And this will {till be more grievous to the Prot eſtant

As the Crown it {elf deſcends immediately, and knows 
no Vacancy, the Commons have taken care that the Reve-

pleaſe to anſwer the impatient Defires of His People, by
